MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 7%.—#)—< 
Flinging another verbal barb at Henry 
Ford, General Hugh.S. Johnson, NRA 
administrator, tonight turned from his 
speech deploring midwest farm strikes 
to threaten, if necessary, to club 
“chiselers and gougers under the recov- 
ery act,” with the administration's big 
stick. 

Addressing a throng in the city au- 
ditorium in a second address of the 
first day of his swmg through the 
farm discontent area, the NRA chiei- 
tain counseled “patience and support, 
so the president can “lick this ghast- 
ly farm disparity,” and said: 

“Farm revolt may be useful, but it 
is no part of wisdom to révolt against 
our friends. Revolt is a proper step 
against enemies, tyranny and neglect. 
But what did you ever get from the 
gentlemen who are now inciting you 
against the president's program? I'll 
tell you what you got; you got a con- 
dition verging on peonage. You got 
destitution and the road to ruin.” 

“Now the NRA comes in for some 
attack,” he said. “And from whom? 
From chiselers, yes, and that attack 
we are going to repel with all the 
forces at our command, 

“TI was charged the other day with 


passuming the airs of a dictator.” He 
referred, obviously, to a statement is- 
sued at the Detroit plant of the Ford 
Motor Company recently in which the 
code chief was target of a bitter fire 
from that concern. 


“The charge, he declared, “hap- 
pened to come from a man who, in- 
trenched in what he regards as an 
impregnable economic position of 
wealth and power, has exercised the 
most ruthless economic dictatorship of 
our time. 

Pointing out the NRA has nothing 
directly to do with farm relief, John- 
son said this and other government 
relief agencies are moving fast. Re- 
plying to criticism of slowness where 
agriculture is concerned, Johnson said 
“the president cannot wave a wand 
and turn a condition created by many 
years of governmental neglect inte 
rosy prosperity in a year.”

Many Inflationary Pro- 
posals Are Pigeonholed 
by Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7. 

Amid the ‘persistent clamor from farm 
states and agricultural spokesmen for 
price fixing and inflation to lift price 
levels, President Roosevelt and his 
aides today pushed along unperturbed 
the widespread administration credit 
expansion program, 

half dozer inflationary proposals 
thrust before him by champions of 
monetary changes all apparently had 
been pigeonholed in the presidential 
desk while the chief executive pursued 
his credit and gold buying policy. 
Purchasing gold, considered by 
many economists a step toward the 
commodity dollar which Mr. Roose- 
velt was understood to favor, went 
along quietly in domestic and foreign 
markets, with the upward price swing 
for the metal in recent weeks tempo- 
rarily halted at yesterday’s $32.84 an 
nounce quotation. A market holiday 
was described as partially account- 


able. 

Seek To Aid Trade. 
The Reconstruction Corporation, 
supplying the financial sinews for the 
credit-broadening and _  gold-buying 
program, speeded up parts of its plans 
to feed millions of dollars into busi- 
ness channels to help revive trade and 
commerce, 
The farm administration and its 
companion credit administration 
forged ahead with money distribution 
and credit plans, with the latter re- 
financing more farm mortgages in Oc- 
tober than in any previous month and 
accelerating its work this month. 
Officials of the farm credit agency 
said that last month an aggregate of 
$30,500,000 in mortgages was refi- 
nanced, as compared ‘with $13,000,- 
000, in September, the previous high. 
Mortgages now are being refinanced 
at the rate of just under $2,000,000 
daily, with the November total ex- 
pected to top $50,000,000. 
Although lacking statistics for ap- 
proximating totals, the. farm admin- 
istration said millions were going to 
cotton growers in loans at 10 cents 
a pound, handled primarily through 
banks and co-operatives, which will 
not be rgquired to report until next 


July. 

Other Loans Studied. 
Preparations were hurried for loans 
on corn and the possibility of lending 
on wheat and peanuts was being 
studied.

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Manley, Former Chain Banker 
Asks Roosevelt for Pardon 


W. D. Manley, former head of the 
defunct Bankers’ Trust Company, who 
has served four years of a seven-year 
sentence for using the mails to de- 
fraud, has applied to President Roose- 
velt for a pardon. 

Manley, who is serving his sentence 
at the federal prison camp at Fort 
Bragg, N. C., is asking liberation and 
a pardon on the unds that he has 

a “fine moral influence” over his 
fellow convicts, but District Attorney 
Clint W. Heger has recommended ad- 
versely on the application, asserting 
that he believes Manley should con- 
tinue to be a “fine moral iuiluence” 
over other inmates of the camp. 

The Manley application was filed 
two months ago but nothing has beea 
done on it in Washington, it was un- 
derstood as the application came to 
light here Tuesday. 

In the application the elderly for- 
mer head of one of the biggest bank- 
ing chains in the south, known as the 


Manley system, is said to have bene- 
fited greatly by the rigid discipline 
and regular routine of prison life and 
to have been completely restored to 
health. 

Manley was convicted here in Oc- 
tober, 1929, after he had successfully 
avoided numerous efforts to bring him 
to trial both on state and federal 
charges. 7 

He was indicted by the state and 
federal governments in connectioa 
with the collapse of his banking group 
and every time his case was set for 
trial his attorneys won a continuance 
by pleading that the accused man was 
too ill to appear in court. Finally, the 
government sent department of jus- 


tice operatives to a private hospital 


in Milledgeville, where Manley was 
confined and the agents reported that 
his conduct in the institution indicated 
that he was not too ill to come/into 
court,

There was a suspicious catch 
the voice of George N. Smith Tues- 
day afternoon as he related the evac- 
uation of Richmond by the Confed- 
erates shortly before Appomattox. Mr. 
Smith, who celebrates his 91st birth- 
day today at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. G. R. Bond, 616 North High- 
land avenue, N. E., was posing for 
a picture. and relating war experi- 
ences to this reporter. 


“T had been wounded only recently 
at the beginning of the Seven Days’ 
Battle, and I was sleeping one night 
at the soldiers’ home in Richmond 
when a friend came in and woke me 
up,” Mr. Smith said. “He told me, 
‘Lee is giving up Richmond.’ Well. 
suh, you can’t imagine how I felt.” 
Mr. Smith’s voice became choked up 
and his eyes looked tearful. In a 
moment he caught himself and kept on. 

Beginning of End. 

“That. was thy beginning of the 
end,” he said. ‘That night I crossed 
the river with the ambulance corps, 
and several days later—in fact, the 
day after the Appomattox surrender 
—we were caught by Yankees and 
forced to surrender.” 

Mr. Smith, although feeble physi- 
cally, is strongly alert mentally. His 
bright blue eyes, witnesses of the gal- 
lant charge of Pickett’s men up the 
blood-strewn slopes of Géttysburg and 
of the “wild sheep” flight of the Yan- 
kees at the first Bull Run, are able 
to read headlines with ease, but small 
type baffles him. 

On the eve of 91, he sat Tuesday 
in a big armchair and told of times 
which led to the statement, “War 
is hell.” He told of Dam No, 1, 
near Richmond, where, in April of 
’62, the Yankees ran the North Caro- 
linians out of their position, only to 
be met by Confederate reinforcements 
and forced back across the water, 
many of them to die before reaching 
the other shore. He told of the cap- 
ture of a battery at Henry House, 
Manassas, when the Confederates 
started the Yankees into a retreat 
that didn’t stop “until they reached 
the protection of Abe Lincoln’s coat- 
tails.” 

Rising Out of Ground. 

“The Yankees said, after the first 
Bull Run, that we seemed to rise out 
of the ground all around them,” Mr. 
Smith recalled. “That was about 
right, because we came upon them 
suddenly, coming into view from be-

“My regiment, the Seventh Geor- 
gia, had as its first flag the emblem 
that now- hangs in the Georgia capi- 
tol.

“Picket’s charge at Gettysburg. was 
the most destructvie thing of-the war. 
I was an orderly sergeant in Long- 
street’s corps, and I eaw it from a 
neighboring hill. Later, I was put 
in “Tige’ Anderson’s brigade, but all 
during the war I was a first sergeant 
and served with Lee’s army.” 

Mr. Smith’s most fearful experi- 
ence was at Dam No. 1, when firing 
broke out on every side and the 
Confederates were in mud and water 
for several days, he recalled. 

“General Lee was a fine man,” he 
said. “He treated every one of his 
men like a perfect gentleman. He 
would raise his hand or bow when 
he passed, and the boys thought a 
great deal of him.” 

Escaped From The Crater. 

Among Mr. Smith’s battles of the 
war was the engagement at Peters- 
burg..He had been camped at The 
Grater, but the forces were moved 
away three days before the big “blow 
up” as Lee’got wind of the enemy’s 
intentions to mine the Confederate 
postion, he said. 

Mr. Smith keeps up with events 
and is an ardent listener at the ra- 
dio. 

He is one of two survivors of the 
Seventh Georgia, the other being 
John T. Pendergrast, of Newnan, it 
was said 

He believes President Roosevelt to 
be a fine man, and said that the 
president “will pull us out of the de- 
pression if we all will-co-operate.” The 
late depression was “one of the worst 
I ever saw, but nothing like the re- 
construction days,” he said. 

Mr. Smith is a native of Newton 
county. He farmed for many years 
after the war, and, because of ill 
health; moved to Florida, where he 
grew oranges. Later he went to Col- 
orado for his health, and then moved 
to Atlanta. He attributes his long 
life to moderation in everything. 

Mr. Smith has four children: Mrs. 
Bond, J. B. Smith, of Orlando; Leon 
P. Smith, of Chattanooga, and Mrs. 
I. C. Smith, of DeLand, Fla.,; nine 
grandchildren, and seven great-grand- 
children.

Budget Commission Ex- 
pected To Prevent Over- 
anticipation of Revenue. 


By HERMAN D. HANCOCK. 

Despite the fact that the 1934 city 
council is regarded as an untried 
quantity in so far as economy is con- 
cerned) conservatives in governméaital 
expenditure Tuesday viewed the first 
meting of the new municipal budget 
commission as a stabilizing influence 
which would protect the city from 
what was termed “another spending 
orgy.” 

Mayor James L. Key Tuesday call- 
ed the first meeting of the budget*com- 
mission, composed for the most ‘part 
of. ultra conservative members of 
council, for 10 o’clock Thursday morn- 
ing. 


The commisison is to estimate re- 


ceipts for the coming year, to make | 


up a suggested allocation of the va- 
rious anticipations and to report to 
city council at its first meeting in 
December. The 1934 council can 
change allocations as it sees fit. It 
can transfer sums from one depart- 
ment to another, or it can wipe out 
departments, but it can not exceed 
anticipations as set up by the budget 
commission in its allocations. 

During the 1933 session of the gen- 
eral asembly, a charter amendment 
setting up such a commission and em- 
powering it to dictate anticipations 
was approved. It is now law and a 
part of the charter. If the council 
should exceed anticipations made by 
the budget commisison, those voting 
in the affirmative “for such excess 
would be liable personally under the 
law, and could be prosecuted. 

Conservatism in estimating antici- 
pations is guaranteed through another 
clause. which makes members of the 
commission liable if they overantici- 
pate revenue. 

In fact, Atlanta next year may, 
and in all probability will, pass the 
first year in its history when antici- 
pated revenue is actually realized. 
In every other year in recent history, 
there have been deficits or the munici- 
pality was forced to trim allocations 
during the year to prevent cash 
deficits. 

In addition to the mayor, B. Gra- 
ham West, city comptroller; Alder- 
man Ed A. Gilliam, chairman of the 
finance committee; Alderman G. Ever- 
ett Millican and J. Sid Tiller are 
members of the commission. 

Revenué for 1934 is now estimated 
at approximately what it was for 
1933, about $8,500,000.

HOW RUSSIA IS GOVERNED. 

In view of the approaching con- 
ference in Washington between 
President Roosevelt and Commis- 
sar of Foreign Affairs Litvinoff, 
wide comment is being given to 
the make-up of the Russian gov- 
ernment—known as the Union of 
Soviet Social Republics—especially 
as it differs fr the democratic 
form of government in the United 
States. 

The soviet republic is the union 
of several sister republics, each of 
which has a separate government, 
but it differs from the form of 
government in the United States, it 
is pointed out by the United States 


of the seven—the Russian Social- 
ist’ Federal Soviet republic — is 
greater in area, population and po- 


ae responsible for subscription on a litical strength than the other six 


combined. 


The constitution of the U. S. S. 
R., adopted in 1924, invests su- 
‘preme executive, legislative and 
judicial power in the union con- 
gress of soviets, composed of 2,300 
delegates elected from every sec- 
tion, and which meets biennially. 
The supreme power is not actually 
wielded by this body, but is trans- 
ferred by it to the central execu- 
tive committee, the election of 
which is in reality its chief duty. 


The soviet congress is formed, 
as in the United States, of upper 
and lower branches; both of which 
must pass on all legislation or gov- 
ernmental policies. 


The present executive commit- 
tee is composed of 450 members 
of one chamber of the soviet con- 
gress and 135 of the other. The 
whole committee meets but sel- 
dom, delegating its authority to a 
group of 29 of its members, nine 
being. elected by each chamber of 
congress and the remaining nine 
jointly by the two chambers. The 
president of the executive commit- 
tee is designated as the president 
of the soviet union. 


The supreme court is amenable 
to the executive committee, which 
names the judges. This is in sharp 
contrast to the American supreme 
court which has the power to 
overrule on constitutional grounds 
the acts of congress. The various 
commissariats are similar to the de- 
partments charged with the direc- 
tion of the sundry phases of the 
American government. 


Above this governmental set-up 
is a super-government—the com- 
munist party, of which Stalin is the 
dictator. It decides the policies of 
the government, the soviet con- 
gress taking its orders from the 
party, and practically all the gov- 
ernmental offices are held by party 
members. Membership in the party 
is very small, probably not much 
more than a million, and is accord- 
ed only to those who have demon- 
Strated unswerving loyalty to the 
tenets of sovietism. 

The electorate—workers,  sol- 
diers and peasants—name only the 
delegates to local. soviets.. . Then 
come county congresses, provin- 
cial congresses, state congresses 
and finally the union congress, each 
congress naming the delegates to 
the next higher body. 

The elaborate governmental set- 
up has little or no influence in de- 
ciding the policies to be followed. 
Since Stalin and the group around 
him have the right to elect and ex- 
pel the members of the communist 
party. their control is all-powerful.

Contrary to popular notions there 
is no characteristic evidence of the 
presence of a tapeworm, except the 
finding of segments of the parasite, 
or the detection of the eggs with the 
microscope.

One sign that suggests the presence

microscope. While this clue is only 
suggestive it has pointed the way te 
the correct diagnosis in many puz- 
zling cases.

happens to contain the trichina larvae. 
These can be detected in pork only 
by microscopic examination. The U. 
S. meat inspection no longer attempts 
to detect trichinous pork. Instead the 
government warns all persons not to 
eat pork or sausage made from pork, 
whether it has been officially inspect- 
ed or not, until it has been properly 
cooked. Of course thorough cooking 
kills any trichinae or other parasites 
the meat may contain, 


Eight or ten days after eating the 
raw or underdone pork or poorly cook- 
ed sausage the victim comes down 
with fever, headache, and _ general 
symptoms which may masquerade as 
“muscular rheumatism.” Puffiness of 
the skin over the eyes and nose is a 
Suspicious symptom. When in such 
an acute, progressive illness the blood 
examination discloses eosinophilia, 
then it is in orde® to procure a wee 
bit of muscle for microscopic exami- 
nation to discover the spiral worms 
encysted in the muscle. A special har- 
poon is used, and it obtains the wee 
speck of biceps or pectoral muscle as 
readily as an injection of antitoxin 
- similar medicine is made into mus- 
cle.

It was taken for granted in admin- 
istration circles that the failure of 
the negotiations with the British 
meant that no more debt discussions 
would be undertaken until currency 
was stabilized and that other nations 
would predicate their decisions as to 
the December 15 payments upon 
England’s tender .of payment of $7,- 
500,000 in American currency, which, 
due to depreciation of the dollar, is a 
little less than $5,000,000 in terms of 
the old gold dollar. 

By the terms of the payment, Eng- 
land will regain some of the money 
she lost in unfavorable exchange rates 
on two previous payments.

“For some weeks representatives of 
the British government haye been con- 
ferring with representatives of this 
government on the subject of the Brit- 
ish debt to this country growing ,out 
of the World War. The convérsa- 
tions were requested by the British 
government in its notes of last June 
and December, a request to which I 
gladly acceded in view of the policy 
which I announced in November, 
1982, that a debtor may at any time 
approach a creditor with representa- 
tions concerning the debt and ask for 
readjustment of the debt or its terms 
of payment, 

“The conversations, now concluded, 
have in no sense prejudiced the posi- 
tion which either government has 
taken in the past or may take in 
any subsequent discussion of the en- 
tire debt question. They have, howe 
ever, given an opportunity for a full 
and frank discussion of the represen- 
tations which the British governmen? 
has made. 

“These discussions have made clear 
the great. difficulty, if not impossbil- 
ity, of reaching sound conclusions 
upon the amounts of international 
payments practicable over any con 
siderable period of time in the face 
19f the unprecedented state of world 
economic and financial conditions. 

“It has, therefore, been concluded 
to adjourn the discussions until cer- 
tain factors in the world situation— 
monetary—become 
more clarified. In the meantime, I 
have as executive noted the repre- 
sentations of the British government. 
I am also assured by that govern- 
ment that it continues to acknowledge 
the debt without, of course, prejudic- 
ing its right again to present the mat- 
ter of its readjustment, and that on 
December 15, 1933, it will give tan- 
gible expression of this acknowledg- 
ment by the payment of seven and 
one-half million dollars in United 
States currency. 

“In view of these representations, 
of the payment, and of the impossibil- 
ity, at this time, of passing finally 
and justly upon the request for a re- 
adjustment of the debt, I have no 
personal hesitation in saying that I 
shall not regard the British govern- 
ment as in default.”

A Slam With a Part-Score: 


BY ELY CULBERTSON 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst.

One of the most troublesome prob- 
lems faced by a great many bridge 
players is that of arriving at a proper 
slam contract when having a purt- 
score. While this is no-more diffi- 
cult with the part-score than with- 
out one when one partner has a stron 
enough hand to justify a forcing bi 
at some point, many hands are sub- 
mitted to me on which players found 
themselves at a loss becau the 
strength: was divided and each play- 
er, fearing his partner might have 
a minimum hand, was hesitant at ven- 
turing beyond the number of tricks 
necessary to secure game. 

It is, as a matter of fact, no more 
difficult to forget a. part-score than 
to remember it if both partners are 
sufficiently ‘attentive to every phase 
of the bidding situation to read the 
hidden inferences which every call 
made in the game of contract bridge 
must contain. To , illustrate how 
much information can be gained from 
the simplest bid or take-out, I give 
the following hand, whieh was played 
by my wife, Josephine Culbertson, in 
a game at Crockford’s Club in New 
York city. Her partner was Mr. Al- 
bert H. Morehead, of The Bridge 
World Magazine. 

Although accurate analysis of bid- 
ding inferences is practically auto- 
matic with such a master player as 
Mrs. Culbertson (or Mr. Morehead), 
every part of the knowledge she can 
gain from the bidding is gained by 
sound reasoning processes. Because 
of her great ability and experience, 
this reasoning may appear to be sub- 
conscious because it is completed so 
fast, but all the necessary steps are 
nevertheless present in her mind, and 
the explanation of each bid may prove 
highly educational to those who wish 
to achieve the same results.

8—This: pass is automatic, South 
knows that Mrs. Culbertson either 
lacks the missing ace or the king 
of one of the bid suits, or that 
she fears the loss of the queen of 
spades if her holding happens to 
include the ace and king of spades 
and the kings of hearts and clubs. 
In any case South cannot supply 
whatever strength Mrs. Culbert- 
son feels that the hand lacks, and 
is satisfied with the small slam. 

The play was quite interesting. The 
king of diamonds was opened, and 
Mrs. Culbertson won with the dum- 
my’s act and led a spade, which Hast 
won. Another diamond forced Mrs. 
Culbertson to use her six of spades, 
and another spade lead revealed that 
the adverse trumps were divided 4-l, 
Since it would be impossible to draw 
trumps and also establish the heart 
suit by ruffing in dummy, Mrs; Cul- 
bertson was forced to use the Dum- 
my’s spades as the long trump suit 
and her own for ruffing purposes. She 
led a heart to the ace and ruffed 
dummy’s last diamond with her last 
trump. She now led over to a club 
in dummy, .and played the ten and 
nine of spades, clearing the suit. On 
these leads she dfScarded two hearts, 
and was left with nothing but high 
hearts and clubs. 

It is worthy of note in the bidding 
that there was no jump bid until 
after the stage had been set for a 
four no-trump bid, and yet every bid 
made after the first had been either 
a semi-force or a clear slam inference.

The acreage planted to carrots, 
green peas and spinach increased this 
year over last, while eggplant acreage 
remained stationary. 

Although the cost of production of 
commercial truck crops showed a 
sharp decrease from 1929 until mid- 
summer of 1933, the department found 
that transportation costs remained 
relatively unchanged, except “for that 
portion shipped via motor truck.” 

“As prices have declined -to low 
levels,” the department said, “these 
costs have taken an increasingly larg- 
er share of the returns on commodities 
shipped long distances. This reacts to 
the benefit of the growers nearest the 
market and, under such circumstances, 
the shift toward local production of 
food supplies, both-for home use and 
Poira sale, may be expected to con- 

inue.

Proposals to build municipal elec- 
tric light systems or additions to city 
utilities were leading today in Cam- 
den, N. J., and San Francisco, but 
four Ohio towns, Bordentown, N. J., 
and Salt Lake City, were registering 
disapproval of municipal additions. 

Portsmouth, Ohio, for the. third 
time in four years turned down the 
suggestion for a municipal light plant 
and the trend in Youngstown was 
against city-owned utilities. Akron 
also was voting against municipal 
ownership and a city manager. 

Completion of almost half the vote 
in Cincinnati foreshadowed defeat for 
the proposal to have the city acquire 
and operate gas and electric plants 
there, 

The first 10 districts of Camden’s 
108 showed a lead of more than 200 
votes for proposed construction of a 
$10.000.000 city-owned light plant. 

The first batch of votes from San 
Francisco. indicated that bond issues 
totaling almost $35,000,000 to in- 
crease the city water distribution sys- 
tem and build a power house and 
transmission lige among other things 
might be favored. : 

In Salt Lake City, however, early 
returns showed that the proposal to 
build an $18,000,000 municipal light 
plant was behind, 3 to 1, : 

In Pekin, IIL, a proposal for a $163.- 
000 -bond issue for construction of a 
sewage disposal plant was defeated by 
a fout-to-one margin. The project was 
to have received aid from thé federal 
public works administration, — 

On the Cincinnati referendum. a 
$60,000,000 project, 200 out of 484 
precincts counted, gave 18,208 for ac- 
quisition of the plants, and 36,532 op- 
posed. 

In Youngstown, Ohio, on the pro- 
posal to issue $500,000 worth of bonds 
to buy a municipal power distribution 
system, the negative votes led by ap- 
proximately four to three. 

Returns from 30 of San Francisco's 
912 precincts gave leads to issues pro- 
viding $12,095,000 for increasing the 
water distribution system, $6.- 
308,000 for the erection of a power 
house and transmisison line to provide 
sale of power from the Tetchy Hetchy 
water project, $3.500,000 for raising 
the height of a Hetchy Hetchy dam, 
and $260,000 for improving the mu- 
nicipal airport. 

The bond issues are all conditioned 
upon grants of 30 per cent for labor 
and material from the federal public 
works administration.

When the Volstead act was passed 
the penalties. purposely were made 
low in the hope that enforcement 
might be easier. The maximum pen- 
alty was fixed at one year in jail. 
Lighter sentences were provided for 
transportation, ie or possession, 

These. penaltied failed to prevent 
bootlegging and soon were found to 
be inadequate. Prosecutors resorted 
to the conspiracy laws, carrying with 
them a maximum penalty of two 
years in jail and fines up to $10, 

When the difficulties of proving 
conspiracy became apparent prose- 
cutors attempted to resort to the old 
internal revenue laws and the laws 
against smuggling. The courts as a 
rule, however, 
fenses came under

Congress then passed the so-called 
Jones five and ten law, which al- 
lowed penalties up to five years in 
jail and a $10, fine for commer- 
cial violators. ‘This caused resent- 
ment in many parts of the country.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(UP)— 
The battle cry of anti-prohibitinists 
that the eighteenth amendment must 
be erased from the constitution of the 
United States apparently has been) 
in vain though prohibition soon will 
be a thing of the past. 

Legal experts believe, that, because 
of the form repeal took, the eight- 
eenth amendment will remain as a 
monument to 'the much criticized so- 
cial and economic experiment. If this 
holds true every school child, who 
studies his constitution, will be obliged

The transportation, or 
importation into any state, territory, 
or possession of the United States, 
for delivery, or use therein of intoxi- 
cating liquors, in violation of the 
laws thereof, is hereby prohibited.

the American prohibition movement 


from an “essay on the effects of ar- 
dent spirits upon the human mind and 
body,” written by Dr. Benjamin Rush, 
a signer of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, in 1785. 

Prior to this, however, there were 
a number of restrictive laws passed: by 
the colonies beginning with the Mary- 
land statute of 1642 fining drunkards. 
In 1648 Indians held a temperance 
meeting in the St. Lawrence valley 
and in 1733 Oglethorpe, founder of the 
colony of Georgia, prohibited importa- 
tion of liquor.

Another $8,000,000,000 
| Loss Seen in Lack of 
Revenue From Sales. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—(UP)— 
The total costs of enforcing national 
prohibition by the federal government 
alone during the 13 years of ‘its. ex- 
istenee is estimated by those who have 
observed the great social experimert 
at more than $500,000,000. 

Including the loss of revenue from 
the sale of alcoholic beverages, it is 
estimated that at least another 
$8,000,000,000 might be included in 
the cost of prohibition. 

Loses to Cities and States. 

These figures do not take into ac- 


count the loss to states and munici- 
palities which participated in the en- 
forcement with their own enforce- 
ment. agencies. 

Some estimates run even higher 
than the figures given above. The 
association against the prohibition 
amendment estimated that in the 
years ending with 1931 the govern- 
ment lost $10,988,000,000 in revenues, 
basing the estimate on a computation 
of the consumption of illicit beverages.

mall Violator First. 

Early efforts at enforcement were 
directed at the small law violator. 
Agents, recruited sometimes from 
other branches of the government serv- 
ice but more often from minor politi- 
cal figures in local areas, raided 
speakeasy after speakeasy. 

Enforcement took on a lively and 
picturgsque aspect. Aces in the en- 
forcement service attained fame for 
their ingenuity in obtaining access 
to speakeasies. “Izzy” Einstein and 
““Moe” Smith became famous in New 
York city and throughout the country 
for their naive methods. Their tricks 
usually involved grotesque disguises 
and prétenses. ; 

Charges of corruption, frequently 
born out by prosecution of fedéral 
agents, soon brought enforcement into 
disrepute. While the government had 
gone after the small violator, the big 
violator grew up. “Kings” of the boot- 
leggers were sent to jail with rapidity 
as the government turned to this 
phase of the trade in illicit liquor. 

Without. effective enforcement at 
any time in its history, prohibition is 
destined to go out with only cursory 
attention to the prosecution of pres- 
ent-day violators. Of late the federal 
agencies have devoted their attention 
to the larger commercial violators, or 
minor violations so open as to demand 
prosecution.

Homer Key Is Ready 
To Do His Snake-Dance 


Georgia’s “‘Little Giant,’’ Remembered For His 
Great Work in Yale Bowl, Returns There. 


By Al Smith. : 

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 7.——Little Homer Key, the pride of Columbus, 

Ga; Chattanooga, Tenn., and several other southern cities, is very likely 

to take up where he left off in 1931 when Georgia meets Yale in the 
bowl at New Haven Saturday afternoon. 

The little 145-pound “jack rabbit” with the soft drawl of the native 

Georgian first snake-hipped.his way to national football fame by his exhi- 


bition against Yale in 1931. 


Georgia defeated Old Eli, 26-7, and Key 


got two of Georgia’s four touchdowns. 


Many Georgians who saw Key's 


first touchdown run in the bowl have 


called it the most perfect play they 
ever saw. The little fellow took the 
ball, slipped through his own right 
tackle, going through the line unm?- 
lested. Then began the real work. 
Key cut back sharply to the left. He 
side-stepped and snake-hipped through 
the entire Yale secondary and several 
of the linemen. He went almost from 
one side of the field to the other be- 
fore he started towards the goal line 
again. After that it was a straigat 
run to the goal line, Key traveled 
74 yards on that touchdown, 
SCORES AGAIN. 

That was in the second quarter. and 
gave Georgia a comfortable lead over 
Yale. Key, however, was not satisfied. 
A fourth-quarter pass from Captain 
Austin Downes slipped into Key's 
hands. The Mighty Midget then raced 
across the goal line untouched for 
Georgia’s fourth touchdown and his 
second of the day against Yale. The 
pass and run netted 27 yards. 


Since then Key has spread havoc 
among gridiron teams of the nation. 
The week following the Yale game he 
had perhaps his greatest day against 
the North Carolina Tarheels in Chapel 
Hill, He fixed the Tarheels up that 
day. Yet Georgians still persist in 
pointing to what Key did to Yale in 
1931 as his greatest feat. Perhaps it 
was, for it brought him national rec- 
ognition. 

A GOOD PASSER. 


Homer Key’s other strong points 
have been neastached in the fullaballo 
about his amazing ability to ce] his 
way through entire football teams. 
Key is about as good a passer as these 
parts afford. He tossed a tuuchdown 
pass to Cy Grant Saturday against 
Florida. The pass was as good as 
any back or end could ask for. The 
Midget tosses passes in that fashion 
al] the time. 

As a punt returner Key also takes 
high rank. Playing safety for Geor- 
gia all the time he’s in a game, Key 
can generally. be counted on to return 
the ball for at least 10 yards. 

Several cities, including Columbus 
and Chattanooga, lay claim to Homer. 
Harry Mehre, Georgia coach, isnt 
particularly concerned_ with Homers 
home town. But ask Harry and he'll 
tell you that Homer Key is a great 
halfback, a young man who knows his 
football. A num of football teams, 
including Yale, will agree that Key is 
a weer uangurcte young man to have 
in the opposing backfield.

ATHENS, Ga., Nov. 7.—Leroy 
Morehead, Georgia’s brilliant guard, 
was injured in scrimmage here this 
afternoon, wrenching a knee, and is 
feared lost until. the Tech game on 
November 25. 


This added to the gloom engendered 
by the lethargic showing by the var- 
sity on defense against the Yale plays 
as demonstrated by the Red vils 
‘lad in the blue of Yale. Georgia 
meets Yale Saturday at New Haven. 

“I don’t see how Morehead can play 
at all in the Yale game nor against 
Auburn,” said Harry Mehre tonight 
after the nightly lecture to the squad. 
It is a severe loss with the Yale game 
éoming up Saturday.” 

Georgia’s capable trainer, Clarence 
Jones, said it would probably be two 
days before the extent of the knee 
injury was determined, There were 
no breaks in the knee. But tendons 
were pulled. Efforts were being made 
tonight to keep down the swelli 
and every possible move will be me 
to return him to the game as quick- 
ly as possible.

S. Akin, execntive mecrethry, 
said reasons for the recommendation 
were: Failure of NRA to take ad- 
equate measures to prevent “chisel- 
ing ;” inability of restaurant operators 
to cope with mounting food and labor 
ecsts and price cutting by “chiselers,” 
and refusal of NRA officials to per. 
mit operation temporarily under the 
proposed nafional restaurant code, 
which provides a unimorm “mark-up™ 
on food prices.
